Displayed
are major sources of revenues and major categories of
expendituregor the General Fund and other funds compared
to the prior year

The GeneralFund has an undesignated balance of $89.6
million as of the end of the fiscal yeaFhis is $19.2 million
higher than the balance of $70.4 milliggrojected in the
estimatefor 2009 Wisconsin Act 28nd other related budget
legislation. This higher ending balance wase to less
spendinghan estimated.

General-purposerevenue taxes were $123 billion
comparedo $13.043 billion in the prior yeaa decreasef
$930million or 7.1 percent. Actual revenue collections in
fiscal year 2008-09 were $1.173 billion less than the $13.286
billion estimated in May 2008, a reduction of 8.8 percent.
This dramatic fall of in revenue collections reflects the
impactof the worst global and national econordnditions

in decades on Wconsins economy Compared with
estimatesreflected in2009 Wsconsin Act 28and other
relatedbudget legislation, actual collections were only $4.3
million (0.04 percent) lower

General-purposerevenue expenditures, excludinfyind
transferswere $12.744 billion compared to $13.526 billion
in the prior yegra decrease of $782 million or S8rcent.
This decrease reflects spending cuts to GPR appropriations
andfederalfiscal relief for education and Medicaid programs
underthe American Recovery and Reinvestment Act of 2009.

In fiscal year 2009, the State ofatbnsin continued to devote
the major share o$tate tax collections to assistance to local
schooldistricts, municipalitieend counties. Local assistance
accountedor 56.7 percent of total general purpose revenue
spending. Aid payments tandividuals and ayanizations
represented. 7.3 percenbf total general purpose revenue
expenditures. The University of Wsconsin accounted for 8.8
percentof total general purpose revenue spending and state
operationsspending for all other state agencies accouiated
17.2percent of the total.

The Stateof Wisconsin expects to publish its comprehensive
annualfinancial report in December of 2009. The repalt
beprepared under generally accepted accounting principles.
